135B,31 EXCEPTIONS. Nothing in this division is intended
or should affect in any way that obligation of public hospitals
under chapter 347 or municipal hospitals, as well as the state
hospital at Iowa City, to provide medical treatment for
indigent persons ex-tubereuiesis-patients-as-previded-ir
ehapters-254-and under chapter 255, wherein medical treatment

is provided by hospitals of that category to patients of
certain entitlement, nor to the operation by the state of
mental or other hospitals authorized by law.
